The Louisiana Department of 

Transportation and Development 

(LADOTD) and the Federal Highway 

Administration (FHWA), in cooperation 

with the New Orleans Regional 

Planning Commission (RPC), propose 

to replace the US Highway 11 (US 11) 

bridge over the Norfolk Southern (NS) 

railroad and widen US 11 from two 

lanes to four lanes from Lafayette 

Street north to Powell Drive in Slidell, 

St. Tammany Parish, Louisiana.  

 

The study of the alternatives 

developed in this environmental 

assessment and the associated 

environmental consequences were 

evaluated according to the National 

Environmental Policy Act (NEPA); LADOTD’s Stage 1 Planning/Environmental Manual of Standard Practice; 

and FHWA Guidance for Preparing and Processing Environmental and Section 4(f) Documents. 

PURPOSE AND NEED 

The purpose of the project is to address: 

• Safety features of the bridge crossing the Norfolk Southern railroad 

• System reliability of the roadway from US 190 north to Powell Drive 

The  project is needed in order to: 

• Upgrade the bridge and roadway segment to current design standards and improve system reliability 

• Address safety features of the bridge 

• Improve capacity and travel time 

• Relieve current and future congestion 

• Improve area-wide mobility and system reliability

Preferred Alternative Impact Matrix Preferred Alternative Cost Analysis 

• Proposed improvements 

south of Lafayette Street 

(Hall Ave., Gause Blvd. and 

Lafayette St.) were 

removed. 

 

• Travel lanes were reduced 

from 12 feet to 11 feet to 

minimize required right-of-

way impacts. 

 

• Railroad right-of-way 

impacts were reduced. 

 

• Right- of-way impacts to 

businesses east of US 11 

between Gause Blvd. and 

Indiana St. were eliminated 

or reduced. 

 

• The Addis Blvd. connection 

to US 11 was restored. 

 

• Impacts to the West 

Diversion Detention Pond 

were reduced. 

 

• A northbound U-Turn for 

passenger cars at North 

Blvd was added. 

 

• The southbound left turn 

lane from US 11 to North 

Blvd. was reduced from 

dual lefts to a single left 

turn lane. 

 

• A roundabout was added at 

Powell Dr. to accommodate 

large truck U-turn 

movements on US 11 and 

for large truck to access to 

Powell Dr. 

 

• A signalized dual right turn 

lane was added at the I-12 

Eastbound Exit Ramp to 

improve US 11 southbound 

operations and traffic flow.
